Continued Examination Under 3 7 CFR LI 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1. 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this apphcation is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114.

Election/Restrictions 

1. This apphcation contains claims directed to the foUowing patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species I drawn to a method for forming a contact opening by using a composition 
consisting of ammonia and at least one fluorocarbon. 

Species II drawn to a method for forming a contact opening by using a composition 
consisting essentially of ammonia and at least one fluorocarbon.
